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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Most notably, Applicant argues that the 
transmitting apparatus 2150 is not capable of processing and outputting the service content and the browser content together (remarks, 
12). The Examiner respectfully disagrees, since the specification (p. 5, 1. 9 to p. 6, I. 5) clearly states that the multiplexer multiplexes and 
modules the browser and the service content prior to transmission (output). A browser and service content multiplexed and modulated 
together before being transmitted are "output" together. 
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
